WEATHER STATIONS IN MIDOCEAN 



THE RILEY HOUSE 



Thw PTlnr* of Motia<-«-* plan fur Report 
Ing "rather rnnditlona at tea. 

The prince of Monaco is airititluu; in 
faver of the entabliahnient of a number 
of meteorological otmervaloriea in the 
Atlantic ocean. Ho aaya the obaerva- 
tions collected by the various weather 
bureaus along the ocean bonier do not 
jfivc mariners an idea of what is going 
on far from land. The Atlantic is wo 
vast a region that we cannot predicate 
the weather conditions at its center from 
obeervations made on its bonleru. He 
says, in substance, that this is a favor 
able time for the maritime nations t< 
utilize good positions in the ocean to col 
lect these observations. 

The Bermndas, the Azores, the t'linn 
ries, and the Cape Verde islands are al 
ready or shortly will be connected with 
the continents by telegraphic cable. I' 
would lx* sufficient for the pres'-nt to es 
tablish on some suitable spot in each of 
these island groups an observatory pro 
vided with the instruments needed for 
noticing the first appearance, nutun 
and progress of the disturbances that 
cannot be followed from the borders ol 
the ocean.

By the system of ubservatories on iulaiul* 
of the Atlantic the Priuce of Monuc 
proposes to collect daily information of 
the weather conditions throughout tin 
oceanic basin, and thus Enrope and 
America can l»e informed of storms that 
are approaching them from inidoceHii 
and the information would tie of grcai 
use to mariners liesides Is-ing helpful t< 
the science of meteorology. Meteor 
ologists who have expressed themselve* 
upon the subject think that the idea' * 
advanced by the prince are entirely 
practicable ami well worth carrylngoat
